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REPORT OF THE 


Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Board of Hilt, 


Gentlemen: 


In common with every town and city of the state, Hill 
has suffered greatly through the ravages of the past epidemic 
while in addition to these the disaster of last May caused an 
‘added loss to this town. These interruptions have greatly inter- 
fered with the work of cur schools the past year and that the 
loss to our pupils has not been more serious is due to teachers 
of unusual persistency and ability. 

In April Miss Crosby who had taught so successfully for a 
number of years resigned to accept a more lucrative position 
and was succeeded by Miss Mae E. Fenton then attending the 
Plymouth Normal School and since receiving a diploma from 
there. At the Center, Miss Harper was followed by Miss Arline 
Hill who was succeeded by Miss Ruth Merrill the past term. Our 
present teachers are unusually strong. 

Those of our pupils vho have attended the high school in 
Franklin the past term have been hampered by the lack of train 
accommodations necessitating either their return at the close 
of the morning session, thus losing one session’s work or else 
waiting for three hours after the closing of the school for the 
evening train. If the provision for greater educational advantage 
for the pupils of the smaller towns as recommended by the Goy- 
ernor in his recent inaugural becomes operative, it may be pos- 
sible to provide for such of our pupils as complete the work 
of the grades by the establishment of an added school here 
which shall give a curriculum of one or two years of advanced 
work. 

We now have twenty-one pupils attending academies and 
high schools outside the town and the reports of their progress 
lead us to believe that the payment of their tuition will prove a 
paying investment for the town. 
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The school building at the Village is in good hygienic condi- 
tion and the installing of electric lights has added to its degree 
of usefulness. At the Center the interior of the building has 
been improved by fresh paint and paper and a new floor has been 
laid in the entry. I would recommend that a special appropria- 
tion sufficient to paint the outside of the building, hang new 
doors and install new closets for the girls be made for that 
school. 

The school which the district voted should be opened at 
Murray Hill has not been opened owing to the removal from town 
of the majority of the pupils who would have attended that 
schcol, the remaining pupils being sent to the Danbury school. 

Considering the number and the severity of the interrup- 
tions of the past year, we have made greater progress than 
might have been expected and with the coming of the hoped-for’ 
normal conditions, we may anticipate a greater degree of suc- 
cess for the coming year than we have yet known. 

I desire to express my appreciation of the support given by 
both teachers and school board.
